No. F. 13-J/64-CM.— Cooperative marketing has a key role 
to play In the economy of the country in ensuring a fair 
return to the cultivator for his produce and in promoting the 
expansion of production credit on a sound basis. The slow 
progress of cooperative marketing particularly with regard to 
agricultural produce has inhibited to a large extent the flow 
and growth of production finance to the rural areas, Coopera- 
tive marketing has therefore to be strengthened, as an integral 
part of the structure of credit, to subserve the needs of in- 
creased agricultural production. It is also essential for mar- 
keting societies to ensure timely distribution of all production 
requisites to farmers and undertake processing of agricul- 
tural produce as well as direct sales to consumers coopera- 
tives. 

2. The question was discussed at length in the conference 
of State Ministers of Cooperation held at Hyderabad on the 
19th and 20th of June 1964. In view of the complex nature 
of the problem and its far reaching implications the confer- 
ence recommended that an expert committee should be 
appointed to review the present pattern of organisation of co- 
operative marketing of agricultural produce, distribution of 
production requisites and supply of consumer articles at 
different levels, consider the difficulties that now stand in the 
way and recommend measures as can enable Cooperative 
marketing societies to play their due role in an integrated 
structure of credit, supplies and processing. 

3. The Government of India have considered this recom- 
mendation and have decided to set up a Committee to exa- 
mine the question. The composition of the Committee will be
